Sidney Government. 


Lo tho Kditor of the Onranto, 


Dean Siu,—Having noticed in your is- 


suo of the 20th ult., a letter over the signa- 


ture of F. GB. Prior, Clerk of the Sidney 
Government, in reply to my letter of the 
10th ult., stating that several of my state- 
ments were incorrect, I ask the liberty of 
anaweting him, Hoe says that I must have 
bought my farm subject to this said road, 
for it sounds just like Bird’s sayings, as I 
have heard so much of them this last sum- 
mer from the fact that he (my learned 
friend) could not haye put it together so 
Well alone. Ho also atates that this road 
isan old one. I agree with him on that 
point. This road in question is‘ one which 
was used years ago by the lambermen and 
has since then been travelled by the com- 
munity instead of working on the Govern- 
ment allowance; besides this, there aro 
two others running across my farm, which 
were also used for tho same purpose, viz, : 
that of drawing lumber years ago, and now 
to be forced to have this old road imposed 
upon mo is ridiculous in the extreme, Of 
course I purchased my farm subject to said 
road, but it was an eyesore to me, and how 
many have such on their farms who would 
like to have them removed, It was to ac- 


complish this end that I applied to the Sid” - 


ney Government for to have the road built 
on the Government allowance, My learned 
friend states that the Council did not givo 
me permission to make the Government al- 
lowanco passable, I positively say they 
did, and I can prove it by one of the mem- 
bers of the Government of 1876, I affirm 
that I was not satisfied with the settlement, 
and remarked to the Government there and 
then that if they would allow me the priv- 
ilege of getting a provincial land surveyor 
to examine and report on said Government 
allowance, as to whether he thought it was 
a fit and proper place for a road or not,and 
if he reported not favorable, then I would 
be satisfied, as their own Surveyor report- 
ed favorable and they would not listen; but 
they would not allow mo this privilege, 
and, after buying the old road from me, 
they did not turn over to mo the Govern:

came on by petition praying paymont to 
the petitioner, Filippo Tomasso Mattia 
Freccia, of £192,535, the balance of the 
above sum of £200,000 after providing for — 
Succession duty and costs. Ths Vice Ohan= 
cellor made an order as prayed.

Prof, Whish has been weekly delighting 
the music-loying public of Belleville, was 
delivered last evening at his residence. 
About a hundred persons were present, 
the majority of whom wero the most appre- 
ciative and critical portion of the commu- 
nity. The close attention which was paid 
to the lecture throughout, and the keen ap- 
preciation with which the musical part of 
the programme was listened to, must haye 
been highly gratifying to the lecturer. The 
two former lectures were chiefly devoted to 
the early history of Music, and its gradu al 
progress down to the close of the last cen- 
tury, — embracing all the old classical 
masters—Haydn, Mozart, Handel, Bach, 
Purcell, Beethoven, &o, ; but the lecture 
last evening dwelt wholly upon the lives 
and genius of the great composers of the 
present century, and, wo think, was moro 
interesting to tho majority of the audience 
than either of the other two, as they are 
more familiar with that class of music. Af- 
tor glancing hastily at the peculiarities and 
excellencies of Cramer, Ozerny, Kalkbren- 
ner, Herz, Bertini, and Mayer,—illustrat: 
ing each composer by a selection from his 
works,—tho lecturer dwelt at length, and 
with much eloquence, upon the transcend, 
ant genius end almost spotless character of 
Mendelssohn ; rapidly sketching, from his 
childhood to his early and untimely death, 
tho life of that wonderiul man. Numerous 
anecdotes were related illustrative of the 
beauty of his character. ‘The difficulty of 
making selections from the remarkably ver- 
satile productions of Mendelssohn, to illus- 
trate his genius, is obyious, But a more 
judicious selection could not well have been 
made, One of the ‘Songs Without Words” 
was given on the piano by Miss Minnie 
Jones, and was rendered with great taste, 
Under the skilful touch of Prof, Whizh, 
all the hidden beauties of tho charming 
‘* Spring Song” were fully revealed. Then 
followed the ‘* Andante and Rondo Oapri- 
cioso,” which was, in our opinion, decidedly 
the gem of the evening. Its exquisite 
strains—beginning with a low smooth melo- 
dy, and imperceptibly gliding into tbat 
swift, delicate, and subtile movement, 
which almost intoxicates the hearer—will 
lingor in the memories of many of those 
who listened to it last night. We fully 
agree with the old gentleman whom we 
heard assert enthusiastically that it was 
© worth walking ten miles, sir, to hear it.”

EARL BEACONSFiELD'S VIEWS, 


At the Lord Mayor's banquet, given by Sir 
Thomas Whito, tho newly-installed Chief 
Magistrate of London, atthe Mansion House 
last night, Earl Beaconsfield, in response 
to the toast of ‘* Hor Majosty’s Ministers,” 
reviewed the Eastern Question at length. 
He defended the course puraued by his Go- 
vernment in connection with this question, 
and spoke hopefully of the peace of Europe 
being maintained. The following from his 
address will explain the position ho as- 
sumes;— 

‘(I think I am corect in saying that all 
the powers have now agreed to attend the 
Conference. ‘The Marquis of Salisbury will 
doubtless do bis best for the pormanent 
peace of Europe, which, all statesmen are 
agreed, can be best socured by adhering 
to existing treaties. Hs knows that the 
independence and integrity of Turkey will 
vanish unless the people are placed under a 
Government whioh studics their welfare, 1 
am hopeful that in tho present temper of 
Europe wo shall be able to accomplish these 
results without those terrible appeals to 
war of which we have heard so 
much. We haye nothing to gain by war. 
We covet no cities nor provinces. Our 
proudest boast is that the British Empire 
subsists as mush upon sympathy as 
force. But if a struggle should come, it 
must be remombered that there is 
no country so prepared for war as Eng- 
land, accause there is none whose resources 
aro so great in a righteous causo, and I 
trust England will never embark in war 
except in such a cause—a cause which con- 
cerns her liberty or empire, England is 
not acountry which will have to inqnire 
whether sho shajl enter into a second or 
third campaign. If she commences she 
will not finish until right is done.”

HORRIBLE DISCOVERY ! 


A YOUNG WOMAN'S BODY FOUND 
PACKED IN A BARREL !

A horrible discoyory was made this morn- 
ing on the arrival of the steamor Monatrea) 
from Sorel, A man named Wumil Oouture 
got off with a flour barrel, which he tried 
to remove without paying tho freight, As 
he looked excited, and was in a great hurry, 
suspicions were aroused, which were in- 
creased when lio said tho barrel which he 
had contained sand.
